Warrant for Town Meeting 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Orange, in the County of 
Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs, you are 
hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said Orange on 
Tuesday the 8th day of March next at nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon to act upon the following subjects: 

Article 1. To choose by ballot and plurality vote, a Town 
Clerk, Town Treasurer, one Selectman for three years, a Tax 
Collector, one Road Agent, one Constable, one Trustee of Trust 
Funds for three years, one Library Trustee for three years, Au- 
ditcrs, Overseer of Poor for one year, Fence Viewers, Meas- 
urers of Wood, Bark and Lumber and all other officers that the 
Town may judge necessary. 

Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year and make ap- 
propriations for the same. 

Article 3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the maintenance of Highways and Bridges, Summer and 
Winter, and make appropriations for same. 

Article 4. ‘To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $229.50 and the State will contribute the amount of $2,- 
500.00. Said joint fund to be expended on the Mount Cardigan 
Road. 

Article 5. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $201.95 and the State to contribute $807.79 for Town 
Road Aid, 

Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $400.00 for White Pine Blister Rust control. 

Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to request the State 
Tax Commission to make a complete reappraisal of the lands 
and buildings within the Town, to equalize valuations in accord- 
ance with the law, and to appropriate money for this purpose. 

Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to petition the State 
Tax Commission to have an audit made by the Division of Mu- 
nicipal Accounting, and make an appropriation to cover the ex- 
pense of same.

Superintendent’s Report 
Continued Teacher Shortage. One hesitates to repeat 
himself in these reports but it seems necessary as long 
as others refuse to accept the facts. The shortage of 
elementary teachers is as great as at any time in the 
past few years and will probably remain that way due 
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to several causes: 1) Young people are not training 
for the elementary field of work although more have en- 
tered the colleges than for several years; 2) [here 
will be a steady increase in the number of elementary 
pupils throughout the nation for several years with 
those under one year of age being generally the greatest 
single age group in Union No. 4; 3) ‘There is a steady 
drain of the best qualified teachers from New Hampshire 
to the three New England states to the south of us and 
to states beyond this area due to higher salaries, better 
professional opportunities, greater security through ten- 
ure laws and retirement provisions, and living condi- 
tions more attractive to our younger teachers. 


School Budget. Preliminary work on next years bud- 
get indicates that no tax assessment will be necessary 
for the school year of 1950-51 provided state aid remains 
the same. This is made possible by the savings result- 
ing from sending the pupils to Canaan plus a small a- 
mount from estimated high school tuitions. Such sav- 
ings is possible due in part to the geographical features 
requiring a transportation route through Canaan when 
the Town house is in operation, and in part to the small 
number of pupils. 


Tuition Costs. A new law passed by the legislature 
now permits any school district to charge a tuition rate 
based upon total costs: “This current expense of op- 
eration shall include all costs except those made for 
capital outlay and debt obligations as determined an- 
nually by the state board of education.” In other words 
to the costs of instruction may now be added operating 
expenses such as fuel, lights, janitor services, etc. Lo- 
cal tuition rates for high schools may jump $50.00 and 
maybe more in some instances. Outside of tuition and 
transportation costs budgets probably won't show any 
great increases provided inflationary trends do not start 
a new spiral. 
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State Legislation. It is doubtful if state support of 
education or sound laws and financing on the state level 
will take place in New Hampshire until the people make 
their desires known in no uncertain terms. In our area 
the facts will speak for themselves but real efforts must 
be made to acquaint all politically minded people in this 
whole area, and in the state for that matter, with the 
facts. Many efforts through various organizations are 
being made and all deserve the active support of this 
area in their honest endeavors. To maintain what we 
have requires state support on an increasing scale.
